Union Meeting in Hart Connty. 

I At a large and enlhosiastio meeting of 
I the Union men of Hart county, held at the 
courthouse, in Mnnfordville, on Monday, 
May 6, 1862 (county court day), after a 
superb Amerioau flag had been raised, 
amidst shouts of the people, David High- 
baugk, Eyq,, was called to the Chair, and 
James H. Compton appointed Secretary. 

The objeots of the meeting being ex- 
plained by James A. Dawson, A a few 
appropriate remarks, the following gentle 
I men were appointed a oommittee to draft 
I resolutions, to-wit: V. Oarvin, 8. C. Laffer 
I tv, Philip Maxey, W.S. Coatx, P. L Maxey, 
R. W. Compton, L. P. Wright, William 
Gibson, and Jo Reynolds. 

Daring the absence of the oommittee, 
the meeting was addressed by Dr. P. J. 
Connelly, with fine effect, followed by Tom 
Crntcher. 

The oommittee reported the following 
preamble and resolutions, which wete 
adopted by aoolamation: 

Wbexxis, Wc have just passed through 
the most eventful year in the history of this 
Republic, in which events astounding as 
they are heinous have been developed, in 
this: that whilst we had, by inheritance 
from onr fathers (at the cost of their blocd), 
the best Government the world has ever 
known, whioh vonohsafed to each aad 
every citizen perfect liberty, and guar- 
anteed him full and ample protection, 
in a’.l bis rights, civil and politi 
eal, justly acquiring for our couoiry the 
titles of “fne Ltnd of the Free” and “The 
Asylum for the Oppressed;” a eouatry 
unrivaled in prosperity, and a Govcrameni 
wkieh merited the warmest affection and 
support of every citizen, and challenged 
the admiration of tbe world, save only ty- 
rants and d-ispots, who trembled at its 
greatnets; and yet there has arissn a 
faction of almost ooliossal proportions, the 
object of whioh ia to divide, disiraot, dis- 
rupt and annihilate that Government and 
subvert its iosiitotions, and whioh, by se- 
ditious appeals to the paesiona and preju- 
dices of the people of one section, in utter 
disregard of all law, human or divine; and, 
despite the claims of patriotism, has in 
volved the country in a most singjinary 
fraternal war, whioh has been, and is still 
being, prosecuted by the rebels in a mannsr 
which outstrips tbe annals of savage bar 
bariiy; disregarding alike national. State 
and individual rights — having invaded our 
own State and county, and brought upon us 
all the desolation and ruin possible, by mur- 
deriog, plundering and robbing our oitizeus, 
and attempting, in utter disregard of our 
thrice expreased will, by force of arms, to 
involve os in the mad whirlpool of treason 
and rebellion; and whereas, there are 
those now amongst us who oounssied and j 
advised the invasion of our State, and de- I 
lighted to aid the invadeis in their efforts 
to tear us from the Government we love; 
who seconded, aided and assisted them in 
their deeds of theft and murder in our 
midst, and who still sympathixs with and 
would gladly render them similar aid; and 
some of these, too, oooupy positions of 
honor, Irosi and profit, conferred upon them 
at our hands when their patriotism was un- 
sutpeoted, and others amongst ui have 
shown by their action and by their words 
that they are in favor of the so-called Con 
federate Government azd against that of the 
Union; and whereas, we deem it our h’gh 
privilege and duty to annonnes onr feelings 
and purposes in regard to this rebellion and 
its coadjutors; therefore, 

1. Reaolved, That we are unalterably 
attached to the Government of the United 
States and to its institutions, and regard the 
action of those now in rehollion against it 
and seeking its overthrow as utterly with- 
out oause and annatoral and wioked in the 
extreme. 

2. That having reboUsd against the Gov- 
ernment withoat oause, and taken up arms 
for its overthrow, we oan but regard the 
movers and co-workers A thu rebellion as 
traitors of Ae deepest dye; and, whilst we 
pity the unsuspecting aud misgmdcd masses 
who k«vc been overreached by the duplicity 
aad wiles of tks designing leaders, and 
would gladly have an amnesty granted 
them upon the only dondition that Aey 
greond Aeir arms and retorn to tkeir alle- 
gianos, we demand, A Ae name of even- 
handed justice, Aat the rtal oonspirators 
shall be made to psy Ae penalty annexed 
to Asir orimM. 

8. That whilst we are in favor of per- 
fect freedom of Aooght, speeob and action 
being aooorded A every freeman, yet we 
' hold it a truism AA no man has a right A

Camp QRouscit, Kaox Coiiktt, Kt., ) 
/ -• May 1, 1862. ’ f 

We left Lejington on tbe lllh of April, 
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and, after j^O^and tedious march of one 
hundred And F^^ty miles, arrived on the 
25A, at cur.^^Scnt camp ground — named 
m hou^ff of ouf brigade commander. The 
neKt|Caorping, our regiment, with five 
0 Afrii end three days’ rations, left for tho 
Gap. m^ohed sixteen miles, and, after 
a light supper, lay -ou our arms. At four 
o’clock A. M., on Ike 27tb, we moved on, but 
Ae fog was eo thick Aat we were oompelled 
A hiA for two or three hours. After Ae 
fog *^oleared up, we continued our march, 
and oosning upon Ae enemy’s pickets drove 
them in, and took up a poeition on the left 
ot Ae Gap, on the Tenneesee side, with 
one thousand men, while Ae rest of Ae ex 
pedilion went to the right. We were only 
three hundred yards from the rebel camp, 
and had quite a lively time of it, Ae ehot 
and shell falling thick and fast. 

Tht rebels sent out two regiments of in. 
fantry and one of cavalry A flank ns; but 
six companies of onr regiment fell back 
down a ridge to meet them, when they gave 
up their design and returned. For five 
hours there was a continual war of artillery 
and muikctry. . We had no artillery, and 
having accomplished the object in view, re- 
turned in the eveaing A camp, with but 
slight lossea. 

SHOT.PKSor Rltatixq Floatixo Battibt. 
Mr* A. B. Cooley, of this city, has received 
a patent. for a “roialing floaiiog battery.” 
The qoAr casting or shell of the battery- is 
of a nircalar form, and consists of inclined 
sides and bottom and inclined roof. In the 
oentcr of Ae shell or outer casting ia a hol-< 
I low cylinder, whioh forms a part of Ae 
bottom, and within this cylinder another 
^ hollow cylinder fits snugly. On the out- 
side of the first cylinder, and seenred to 
ihe same, is a third cylinder, both being 
secured by fillets, knees, Ac From Ae 
upper edge of Ae cylinder prrjeoA a hori- 
zontal flinge, whioh rests on pinions, each 
pinion being secured to ashaf , the journals 
of which torn in the upper edge of the two 
outer cylinders, and the teeth of the pinion 
gearing into a oironlar rook on the under 
side of the flange of Ae cylinder. WithA 
the latter are arranged a series of vertical 
ban, whioh are maintained in contact wiA 
tbe inside of the oylinder by suitable guide 
rollers. Each bar has on one side a rack, 
and into this rack gears a pinion on a tpin 
die, the journals of which turn in projeo 
tions on Ae flange of Ac cylinder. 

This batAry being intended for harbor 
defease, it must occupy a posiiion where 
there is suffioient water to float it, and 
when it is to be used, must be anchored se- 
curely. When this is doce, by means of 
bars sunk ioA tke ground, the oylinder is 
renderei stationary, and forms a secure 
center, round whioh the battery revolves. 
This revolution is effeoAd by Ae pinions 
whioh gear into the oironlar rack on Ae 
naderside of the flange of Ae cylinder. 
The space beneath the deck is divided into 
any convenient number of water-tight com- 
partments by means of radial partitions ex- 
tending from Ae oylinder A the sides of 
the vessel. The space between Ae roof and 
Aa deck is also divided iuA compartments 
or oaecmenA, whioh extend from Ac circular 
partition A Ac sides of the vessel, each 
casemenA being of suffioient sixe A allow 
the free working of a gun. On Ac apex of 
Ihe roof is a circular opening, covered by a 
bomb-proof grating, lerving to light and 
ventilate the inArior of the batAry. Tke 
commander of the battery, when it is in 
action, takes his stand on a platform 
situated in the oenier, and is then in a posi- 
tion A direct the operations of Ae-gannere, 
as well as those who have charge of Ae ro- 
tating of the batAry, so as to bring the 
guns to bear upon any object to be fired at.

DoAb from the capital arc to the moraiog I 
of the 13ih. The notice of the ropture bod 
arrived on the night of Ae 11 A, but woe 
not publicly kaowa until the 12A, when the 
most profound sensation followed. The talk 
was all for war to the last against the 
French, thus showing that it did aot mstAr 
80 muck who the invaders were, they were 
certain to be opposed by ih« flocks of cor- 
morants wko prey upon the vitals of Ae 
notion through the national palace, and 
whose voices are heard above the agonizing 
cries of this oaarohiied country, and oo- 
oepAd abroad os publio opinion. It mat- 
ters little whether it be English, Spanish, 
French or American, these Mexican oormo. 
ranA do not wish to be disturbed at Aeir 
feast. No matter if one cannot get out of a 
gate of Ae city, oe now, withoat being 
seized and carried off for ransom, it little 
matters to those who live aboat the palace. 
They want no foreign interferenoe; for Aot 
might cheek Aeir operations. These men 
exercise a powerfnl Ailaenoe over the Gov- 
ernmoat, and bully down any honest ex- j 
pression of opinion by • Aeir audacity. 
Uenoe the cry of preparalione for defense 
— which defense, of aeoessiiy, seatArs many 
fat oontroote among these harpies — ihe 
money for whioh is to ba wrested from for- 
eigners and a few native eapitalisA 
^ They will, no doubt, make e3me prepara- 
tions for defense. I see four Aousond men 
were «n Aeir way from Jalisco, and that 
Gen. OrAga was expeotad soon from San 
Lonis Potosi wiA bid division— not staAd 
how eAong. The oontinganA from all the ■ 
SAAs were to be ordered in, and it was I 
supposed they oould get s ime Airty Aon- I 
sand men togeAer ; but Ais was by no 
means certain. AnoAer report that we 
have here is that Ae capital te to be re- 
moved to Morelia (tke anoient Valladolid, 
where Morelos first set up his Congrts«). 

I think Ais story probable; for from Aat 
poeition there ia always a chance A bolt for 
Ae Pacific ; or, in the event of Aeir being 
left alone for a lime, they may oolleot Ae 
revenues of Manzanillo, by extending their 
forces ia that direction. In any event I do 
aot imagine the Mexicans will make any 
strong resistance in the capital. Suppos- 
ing the French A be no more than half as 
good as American volunteers, the work of 
defeating any number of Mexican rabble 
(for soldiers they have not five thousand) 
Aat oaa be eolleoted together would be on 
easj one. Do not entertain a doubt on ibis 
subject. Then, aa for their guerillas, the 
French will be well provided with contra, 
guerilloe, more having already offered than 
Aey want. In Ais yon see Ae patriotism 
of the Mexican. For money he turns upon 
bis brother. It was the same story with 
Gen Scott. He found plenty to oome when j 
he offered money. There will be no battle j 
Ais side of Mexico, nnlese, perhaps, Z tra- 
gosa may show fight, whioh I doubt. 

The shooting of General Robles, whioh, 
perhaps, you may have heard, ooniinued 
to be apoken of wiA bitArness. He was 
seised while traveling alone with hie eer 
vant, and was shot by orders of Z tragosa. 
Some of Ae liberal jonrn ais had ealled it an 
assassination. 

The Mexioans, not being able A believe 
the oonduot of Sir Charles Wyke einoere, 
have been crying out, •■Perfidious Albiou.” 

A new forced loan of six hundred thou- 
sand dollars has been imposed upon a few 
oapiAltets in Mexico. 

Joan Jose Bex and several others, who 
were banished at the same lime with Gen. 
Robles, have returned to Ae capital uu- 
hormed. 

Marques, who is ever in hot water, and 
“oompleAly and thoroughly” defeued limra 
without number, laAljr lell on Yquala, and 
put the government garrison to tbe sword. 
He was afterwards pursued by a govern- 
ment force and another fores, under Ae ex. 
Governor of Puebla General Alotriste 
woe in position to out him off By Ae lost 
advices from Ae cipiAl it was annouaosd 
that at last Marquez woe seenred. By later 
advioes we have here we learn that Marquez 
fell upon General Alotriste at Matamoros 
Zaoar, defeated hie forces, took Aloiriele 
and several of kis offioera prisoners, and 
shot them on*the spoL 

Mr Glennie, her BriAonio Majeatj’e Ceu- 
sul in Mexieo, arrived at Orizaba on tke 12ih 
instant, with representations from the 
Eoglish in Ae interior, praying for some 
relief from Ihe forced loans which are being 
oolleoted from them by force. 

It ia reporAd that Mr. Corwin has oqn- 
eluded a treaty with Mextoo which gives 
the Mexicans new 'hope. 

The interior roada ore again olosed to 
oorreepsndenoe; the reactionary bands are 
in great numbers. A recent letter from 
Queretaro deeeribes the etoA of the oouniry 
from the capital to that city aa eomeihing 
deplorable beyond deseription. Every 
hacienda woe abandoned by the inhabiAnA 
running away, or by their being seized end 
carried off A pay ransom. 

The government ia Ae oapiAl has pat 
twenty-five per cent, extra oontra registro 
duty on foreign merokandise. The Eoglish 
and Spanish made no protest against this 
unjust and unlawful exaction. 

The first of Ae Spanish foroes oame in A 
day from Oiixaba and are shipping Aeir ef- 
feota with all speed. The Eoglish went on 
board ehip on Ae 16ih. The English ore 
to help Ae Spanish by giving passage to 
two thousand. 

The vomito oontiauee bod here, and many 
are dropping off This is likely A be one 
of the worst seasons in Vera Cruz in many 
years. 

General Prim, Commodore Dunlop and 
Sir Charles Wyke are eipaoAd here in the 
next three or four days. 

It te reported that AlmonA is to give a 
manifesto A Ae Mexioan people.

At the time they left New Orleane, whioh 
most have been nearly two weeks ago, as they 
say they traveled leisurely alorg by land, 
they sty that 10,700 bales of ootton had 
boon bnrned— all that could be found; that 
at Vieksbnrg, Memphis, and other river 
towns, tho sugar, molasses and ootton, in 
Inrge amounts, had been destroyed, or 
plaoed in eonvenient position to be destroyed 
on the appearanoe of the gunboats; that ont 
of one hundred planters, whom they had seen, 
they only knew of one who refuted to 
destroy his property; that at Memphis the 
bluff wac piled high with ootton, to be 
burned, eng ar and molasses, to be thrown 
into the river; that the people were flying 
in great oonetemation from the river towne 
to the interior, and that the gunboats were 
bnming and destroying wherever the plant- 
ers refused or hesitated. 

We are not prepared to believe all of thie. 
Planters have generally been eoneidered 
hnman beings, and it is not in human na- 
ture to destroy one’s own property by 
wheiesilo, with no earthly objeot in view. 
Rebellion is tho sum of all political sins, 
and will make its devotee a devil so far as 
other people’s property is oonoemed, but 
generally advises him to take care of bis 
own.

The battle before Williamsburg, on Mon- 
day, waa a most warmly oonteated engage, 
ment. Owing to the ronghness of the 
country, and the bad oondltlon of the roads, 
but a small portion of oar troops eould be 
brought into action. General Sioklee’ Ex. 
oelsior brigade aad General Hooker’s divis- 
ion bore the brunt of the bnttle, nnd fought 
most valiantly throughout, though greatly 
overpowered by numbers and tbe soperior 
position and earthworks of the enemy. The 
approaohee to their earthworks were a se- 
ries of ravines and swamps. The rain fell 
in torantf thronghont the day The men 
had also been lying on their nrms all the 
previous night ia n wood, and were soaked 
with the rain nnd ohilled with the eold. The 
battle raged from early in the forenoon till 
three in the afternoon.

Wasbixoton, May 8 —The Navy Depart 
ment has received dispatohet from Commoa 
dore Dupont to-day, dated Port Royal, 8d 
inst , giving interesting partioulare of an 
expedition on the 28ih of April with the 
Hale, to capture a battery on .Grumball’e 
plantation, near the Junotion of Dawse, 
Pawpaw and South Edisto rivers. It ap- 
pears that tbe enemy opened on the Hale 
when within 1800 yards, and oontinned their 
fire as she wound her way to engage them 
at elose quarters; but when the Hale reach- 
ed the east bend, and was making a straight 
oourse for the battery, the rebele fled in 
haste. Lieut. Gills landed with a party of 
men to destroy IL Tho work mounted eight 
long, fine 24 pounders, on exoellent ffeld 
oarrisges. So rapid was the flight of the 
rebels that one gun was left loaded and 
primed 

The Hile retnmed to her anchorage with- 
out having a man injured. 

Another report details the prooeedings 
at Bali’s Bay. Lieutenant Niekeleoa 
orosesd the bar with the Onward, on the 
7th ult , and anchored within 600 yards of 
the lighihonse on Brnles Island, and opened 
fire on a small work sitnated abont fifty 
yards to sonibward of the Ughthonse 
Shortly after he landed in his boats, oover- 
ed by the guns of the Onward. The rebels 
fired upon the party, bat, not awaiting an 
attaok, fled frem the island to the mainland, 
^he Onward has now oomplete oommand of 
tbe channel, so that no vessels can go eith- 
er in or ont. 

Qn the 8d Instant Lieutenant Niekelson, 
or the Isaao Smith, then stationed at St. 
Angnstine, baviag heard that a schooner 
had eoms ia over the Mataoeaa bar, some 
18 milks to the eonthward. despatched three 
armed •boats, together with a detaohment of 
86 men from CoL Bell’s oommand, to oap- 
turo her, whion was done, and the schooner 
brought up to Bt. Angnstine. The vessel 
was oalled the Empire City. She had a 
register and cleared from Nssiao, N. P., 
for St. Johfis, N. F Her cargo oonaisted 
of provisions, dry goods, medioiaes. Ax. 

In oonsideration of the faot that the eiti- 
tens of 8t. Augustine were wiihout the 
neoessnriss of life, aad with no means of 
getting them, Lieut. Niokeleon sold the oar- 
I go, or a portion of it, by aneiion. 

The gunboat Kerhama, on the 81st nit, 
off Mobile, oaptured the B. G. Fielde, while 
attempting to ran the blookads. She was 
loaded with ooUon, and was sent to Key 
West. 

HxASQDAnrans Mountain Dnp’t, MAy 8 
To Hen. £. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 
General Coz telegraphs that his advanee, 
ooneisting of part of the 281 Ohio, oocupied 
Giles C. H. and the Narrows of New river 
yesterday, driving the rebels, who were 
taken by sorprise, betides oaptnring oon- 
sidsrable quantities of oommieeary stores 
Twenty privatfsa were oaptured.
